One effect of this belt-tighten- 
ing and putting people out of 
work was to try to get workers 
to shift from jobs the govern- 
ment considers nonessential to 
Jobs It considers essential. (Can 
you Imagine the -ho^l If anv 
private person suggested - such 
a plan?) 

It mtght work in an open 
economy, but not in a closed 
one. Housing in Great Britain 
Is Just about half-public houshig, 
and strict government control of 
the remaining private housing 
means that there Is a severe 
shortage. So, in many cases 
there sImpW aren'-t' houses or 
apartment for workers In "es* 
scntlal" areas even if they want- 
ed to shift after losing their 
other Jobs In -the" government's 
austerity program;- 

And so it goes In the weird 
world ol socialism. The question 
remains: -Is anyone hi washing- 
ton really watching? ■

; Thore' are two schools ot 
th6ught on' this.' Some feel that 
"the chprgo of toxicity is Over- 
"en\phlisuea out or'all proportion 
to Its actual danger. 

■ -Experts who work with poi- 
sonous plants take a different 
view. According to the latest 
figures released by the National 
Clearinghouse for Polscm Con- 
trol Centers (Public Health Ser- 
vice),-plftnts rank sixth in the 



niSt of the top ten types of sub- 
Btances provoking . incidents 
treated by, or reported to.poi- 

; son .control .centers^ throughput 

the country among children 5 
:^ears old or under (the great 
majorl^ of. human poisonings). 
Plants janked higher than pol- 

ishea, waxes ,, and tranquliUers, 

"and were onlyr~aightly less 
troublesoma than Insecticides. 
Does that mean wo should 
' give up growing plants? No. It 
simply means that we ' should 
educate our children never to 
eat any part of a plant or any 
berry, not commonly, used as 

■'lood. 

" ' We "Can't flutlaw all ornament- 
al plants, that . ^n cause trouble, 
nor would the public want to 
do without many of-these com- 
monly used plants. Poisonous 

filants are everywhere and its 
m^ractlcal to eradicate them 
or try to live without them.- 

We all have knives ^ In^ our 
kitchen, pills and harmful medl- 
cine,' In our homes and auto- 
mobiles available to' our youth. 
We've taught our children the 
danger of these articles and 
how to use them. We should 
have the same attitude toward 
poUonous plants, 

CARPATHIAN WALNUT: The 
Persian or English Walnut (Jug- 
Inns regis) has been getting a 
lot of attention these dayp^cs- 
pecfally the strain known as 
.Carpathian walnut. 

Many gardeners tell me their 

trees have lots of nuts on each 
year but they fall early, with- 
out filling up. What causes this? 

Like other nut varieties, the 
Carpathian needs a nearby 
"rooster" tree for cross polli- 
nation. One tree alone will sel- 
dom produce nuts by itself, 
therefora you should - plant 
another one nearby for cross 
pollination. 

- Trees start to bear from four 
to seven years after planting. 
At maturity the hull opens and 
the nutc fall to the grqund; A 
■ ThealtJo' 15 year old tree (with 
proper pollination) will produce 
upwards ot 3 bushels of tltsty

More than 100 area farmers, 
businessmen and their families 
heard the Idaho 'State Grange 
master explain the five "P's" at 
agriculture while he emphasized 
th; ihtcr-dependence o( urban 
and rural residents dUrlng the 
Pomona, Twin Falls, Mountain 
Rock and Kmitl Grai^' Farm' 
City banquet at the TWln 'P*^ 
Grange Hall. 

The five "P's" of farming 
used to consist of Plow, Plant, 
Pick, Peddle and' Pray, keynote 
speaker Ermll Jerome, Kuna, 
told the group. Today, however, 
farmers must Plan, Produce, 
Process, Prepackage and Pro- 
mote — although they continue 
to Hrfy-— he said. 

The event Is held annually In 
an effort to demonstrate the fact 
that every citizen, whether Tie Is 
engaged In agriculture, business, 
labor or Industry, has an inter- 
est In churches, schools, roods 
and government, and'that these 
facilities can be vastly Improved 
through the cooperation between 
farm and city people. 

During his keynote address,

by farmers. 

Ho also emphasized the dras- 
tic changes Uiat have occurred 
In the nature of . farming opera- 
tions, within the last few dec- 
ades.' Recent trends have Indi- 
cated that farms In Idaho are 
getting bigger end more e(fj- 
clent and more expensive to op- 
erate, he said.
